‘ Revolution in This

“SAD LOSSES DURING WAR 
BURNED SOUTHERN HEARTS" 


President Taft Delivered Two 
Addresses Yesterday at the 
Mecklenburg Celebration at 
‘Charlotte — During Review 
of Parade He Was Drencheéed 
by Cloudburst. 


N. Cc, May 20.—President 
Taft came today to Charlotte, the

Carolina late in the day, the President | 
took occasicn to explain more fully, 
than he did at Petersburg on yesterday) 
his policy toward the New South. 


to the Federal bench in this State gave 
him an opportunity to expand wpon his 
views. Mr. Taft urged again the advis- 
ability of an intelligent, logical oppo- 


sition party. 
No Political Revolution. 

“I don't believe that we are on the 
point of political revolution in the 
south,” said the President. “I never 
have had such dream. What I do de- 
sire, and believe we are on the eve of, 
is a complete tolerance of opinion and 
that there shall grow into regpect and 
power an intelligent fighting oppost- 
tion party in each state of the Unien.’ 

The President's political utterances 
were received with the same fervor of 
enthusiasm as his tribute to the sign- 
ers of the Mecklenburg declaration. 
The auditorium.where he spoke was 
crowded to its capacity and he con- 
stantly was interrupted by the cheers 
that rose spontaneously from his south- 
ern.hearers. As.to. his appointment of 
a Democrat upon the bench, the Presi- 
‘dént declared’ that throughout the 
south he intended to pursue the policy 
he already had indicated of appoint- 
ing to office only that man, who Re- 
publican or Democrat, can command the 
highest confidence and commend him- 
self to the community in which he lives. 

Mr. Taft’s plea for political tolerance 
in the south‘and his statement that he 
wanted the peoPle of the southland to 
know that the Washington government 
was not a government alien to them, 
hal all the effe¢t of extemporaneous 
utterances for the President spoke 
without notes or manuscript once he 
had drifted into politics. 

President Drenched. 

A cloudburst breaking over the city 
during the afternoon, just as the splen- 
did military, floral and civic parade 
was passing in review of the President, 
promised serious consequences for a 
time. It set the densely packed throng 
in front of the reviewing stand into a 
panic and there was a wild rush for 
shelter. The President's box was a goal 
for many men and women and the chief 
executive had to surrounded to save 
him from the sudfien crush. In the 
midst of the storm a passing industrial 
float became entangled in a live elec- 
tric wire and tore it from its support, 
the slender thread of copper sagging 
almost to the heads of the scampering 
crowd below. While the confusion was 
at its height and to add to the tense 
situation there was a blinding flash of 
flame and a loud report not fifty yards 
from where the President stood. It de- 
veloped later that a quantity of black 
powder which was to have been used 
for saluting purposes had been pre- 
maturely ignited. No one was injured 
either in the explosion or in the crush 
about the reviewing stand. The Presi- 
dent received quite a drenching and 
for a time it seemed that the frail can- 
vas covering the reviewing stand would 
tumble about the heads of those be- 
neath. Among these was Mrs. ‘“‘Stone- 
wall” Jackson. When she had met Mr. 
Taft earlier in the day she had earn- 
estly exclaimed: 

“I am indeed delighted to know the 
harmonizer of all our hearts.” 

The parade which was interrupted 
near the close by the sudden storm 
was one of the most. pretentious ever 
undertaken in the south. Beautiful 
floats, representing weeks of labor, 
were transformed in a minute to faded, 
bedraggied masses. On many of floats 
rode women and little children in filmy 
summer frocks. They were drenched 
before they could flee to shelter. 

Made Two Addresses. 

President Taft spoke twice during 
the day. It had been intended that he 
should eddress the public from the re- 
viewing stand, but the storm caused a 
change of program and the President 
spoke first In the Char?fotte Auditorium 
at 4:30 FP. M.,- and then was driven 
two miles out of the city and spoke to 
the colored students of Biddle Univer- 
sity. Mr. Taft declared that he would 
not count a visit to the south com- 
plete without an opportunity to -ex- 
press to the colored ‘people his inter- 
est} in them and his sympathy for them 
in their problems. 

There wae a public reception to the 
president tonight, and he left on a late 
train for Washington, ,»where he is due 
to arrive shortly befoge noon tomorrow.

Governor Smith's an- 
swer showed he was willing to act, pro- 
vided that there was any definite 
grounds for protectfng railroad proper- 
ty, but that he was not willing to con- 
sider the whole road in dangér, without 
specific information.

Among the guests on the platform at 
the Auditorium when the president was 
speaking of his belief in the Mecklen- 
burg declaration regardless of the exact 
language in which the resolutions were 
accepted was Major J. C. Hemphill, the 
distinguished editor of Charleston, S. C., 
who recently, in paying his compHments 
to Speaker Cannon, declared: “‘He wag 
born in North Carolina, the home of the 
Mecklenburg myth, which President 
Taft is to celebrate, I am sorry to say.” 

With a twinkle in his eye after being 
introduced by Governor Kitchin, the 
presfdent told a story at the expense of 
Major Hemphill, whtch brought a shout 
of laughter from the audience, and 
was enjoyed by none more than the 
editor himself. 

‘We are here,” said the president, “to 
celebrate a declaration of independence, 
regardiess of the fact that there are 
some unregenerate- persons in South 
Carolind, and elsewhere, that, for va- 
rious motives, have cast doubt upon the 
claim.”’ 


: He Told a Joke. 

The president declared that the man 
who came to Charioctte and was not 
willing to accept the Mecklenburg dec- 
laration in full reminded him of the 
Tipperary Irishman who wae tried for 
murder after he had hit his opponent a 
fatal blow with a black thorn. It de- 
veloped at the trial that the victim had 
@ paper or very thin skull. Consequent- 
ly the defendant was convicted only of 
manslaughter. When sentence came to 
be passed the convicted man was asked 
if he had anything to say. 

“No, your honor,” he replied, accord-

Washington, May 20.—A recommen- 
dation by the committee on finance of 
a duty of 3 cents a gallon on cotton | 
seed oi] in connection with the tariff 
bill proved to be a firebrand on the 
democratic side of the senate today.

Will Not Be Candidate for Re- 
election if Charter Is Amend- 
ed—Seventeen Members of 
General Council Now in Fa- 
vor of the Change. 


The announcement in yesterdays 
Constitution that a resolution would be 
introduced in the general counci} at its 
next meeting, calling for a charter 
amendment to allow the mayor to serve 
at least two terms, was read with a 
great deal of interest, and evoked @ 
very lively discussion among local pol- 
iticians. 

Mayor Maddox gave out a statement 
about the matter, as he will be called 
upon to sign the ‘resolution if it is 
adopted by council, a 

In furnishing a statement to the pregs 
the mayor said that he would not be a 
candidate to succeed himself. His 
statement fs as follows: 

Statement by the Mayor. 

“Yes, I read the article in the morn- 
ing paper, in which it is stated that Al- 
derman.. Huddleston ' proposes to tin- 
troduce into council a resolution scek- 
ing to amend the city charter 60 as [to 
allow the mayor to succeed himself for 
one term, 

“I do not care to discuse the merits 
of the proposition at this time, as, 
should it pass council, it will have to 
come to me for my approval or disap- 
proval. 

“TI do wish to say, however, in the 
most emphatic language that the sug- 
gestion was not inspired bs myself. I 
have never discussed the question with 
Alderman Huddleston or any other 
member of council. 

“I wish to say to 
ever, without the remotest mental rec- 
ervation and with the utmost candor, 
that should such an amendment become 
law, and I should be eligible, I would 
not be a candidate to succeed myself. 

“I find now, after serving the city as 
its mayor for the past five months, 
that the duties of the office are much 
more arduous and require much more 
persona’ attention than I anticipated. 
True to my promises before my elet- 
tion, I am making an effort to give to 
our city a clean, businéss administra- 
noise, 
and I shall continue to do this until 
the end of my two-year term. 

“When that time shall have arrived, 
I shall gladly yield to some other At- 
lantian to take up the work of pushing 
our city on to greater prosperity, and 
in that work he ehall have my constant 
and sympathetic support.” 

Will Vote for Resotation. 

Councilman B. Lee Smith, whose 
name was not included among those 
interviewed by The Constitution, eaid 
yesterday: 

“IT am in favor of any measure that 
will give an official an opportunity to 
seek the indorsement of his constituents. 
T think an official should be allowed 
to run as many times as he wishes to. 
If he has made good, and people want 
him to serve again, he should be elect 
ed; on the other hand, if he {# not want- 
ed after a first term, the people can 
turn him down.” 

This makes seventeen of the twenty- 
seven members of the general council 
who are outspoken as favoring’ the 
mayor being made eligible to gucceed 
himeelf. Two members are inclined to 
favor the plan, but want more time to 
consider it. One alderman is opposed 
to the plan, Seven could not be seén 
by the reporter of The Constitution.

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ROGERS A. BAFFLING PERSONALITY. 


Henry H. Rogers, the recently deceased magnate of Standard Of!, has 
probably been the center of more contradictory speculation than any other 
American in quasi-public activities. 

The ever-virulent muck-raker, in that lately closed era when “predatory 
men of wealth” were hunted down with a brass band and a microscope, con- 
spicuously adorned Mr. Rogers with the conventional hoofs and horns. In- 
sinuations were freely bruited about to the effect that he, and not Rockefel- 
ler, was the evil genius of the big petroleum trust. He was pictured as 
giving cards and spades to Machiavelli and beating him at his own game, 
and if Mephistopheles were any more sinister than Rogers, these self- 
constituted censors did not care to admit it. 

On the other hand, the friends of Mr. Rogers have all along insisted that 
he was the most consummate type of commercial logician and tactician ever 
developed by America, that his methods were ethical but in advance of the 
times, and that the machinery of combination he was the means of introduc- 
ing laid industry and the science of distribution the world over under obli- 
gation to him. It is known, too, that throughout his later years Mr. Rogers 
had been a lavish exponent of philanthropy, taking care, however, that 
secrecy attended his benefactions. : 

Somewhere between these two excessive estimates will probably be 
found the truth as to the personality of Mr. Rogers. Whatever his motives 
and whether or not the reader admires his methods, no one familiar with 
the marvelous evolution of commercial processes in this country will deny 
to Mr. Rogers an instrumental role in the line of origination. 
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SUBJECT FOR CONGRESSIONAL PROBE. 


Secretary James Wilson, of the federal department,of agriculture, is 
quoted in a dispatch from Chicago to the effect that the recent alleged 
“corner” in wheat was “one of the most deliberately planned robberies that 
ever occurred in the history of the United States.”

Take sufficient action to render the recurrence of these “squeezes,” in 
which the public is invariably mulcted, no longer possible? 
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MORE DAYLIGHT IN AMERICA.

Judge Reid Rules on Fed- 
eral Employers’ 
Liability Act. 


Holding that the federal! employers’ 
Hability act -is constitutional, Judge 
Henry Reid, of the city court, yes- 
terday settled, at least for the time 


being, a question which has been much 
mooted in all parts of the country, 
and handed down a decision which 
will prove of great interest to the 
legal fraternity. 

The decision grew out of the case 
of Miller v. the Illinois Central rail- 
road, which was recently sent back 
to the city court when the attorneys 
for the defense attempted to remove 
it to the federal courts, Judge New- 
man holding with aAttorney Burton 
Smith, Miller’s counsel, that the case 
could not-be removed. 

The defense attacked the constitu- 
*ionality of the act on the ground that 
the federal government has no author- 
ity to legislate on the relations of 
master and servant. Further, that 
discrimination is shown in that the 
act does not apply to steam boat lines. 

In rendering his decision, Judge 
Reid did not hand down a written 
Opinion. He overruled the pleadings 
of the defense, stating simply that he 
holds the act constitutional. The cage

Former Pastor of Centra 
Presbyterian Church. 


For the Second Time in Half 
Century the General Assem- 
bly of Presbyterian Church 
in the United States Is Meet- 
ing at Savannah. 


Savannah, Ga., May 20.—For the 
second time in a half century, the gen- 
eral assembly of ‘the Presbyterian 
church in the United States is meet- 
ing in Savannar, the first session held 
this morning, resulting in the election 
of Rev. Dr. William Ellison Boggs, 
of Atlanta, as moderator. The  as- 
sembly was called to order by Rev. 
W. W. Moore, of Richmond, Va., the 
retiring moderator, at the First Pres- 
byterian church of Savannah. 

Rev. W. Moore Scott, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church, the host of 
the assembly, delivered a witty ad- 
dress of welcome, reading a letter of 
welcome from Mayor George W. Tiede- 
man, who is absent from the city. 

Dr. Moore’s sermon, the first matter 
of importance on the assembly’s pro- 
gram, discussed the three essentials of 
the perpetuation of the influence of 
Moses, naming them a theology, a re- 
ligion and a pedagogy. From this Dr. 
Moore went into a thorough discussion 
of the home, the proper influences for 
children, the duties of parents. 

Life of Dr. Boggs. 

Dr. Boggs, the new moderator, was 
born in Bombay in 1838. His grand- 
father was a scout under General 
Sumter. His father was a Presby- 
terian missionary in India. Dr. Boggs 
was educated in South Carolina and 
was a private in the Sixth South Car- 
Olina regiment in the civil war. He 
served with the faculty of the Theo- 
logical seminary, of Columbia and 
later was chancellor of the University 
of Georgia. Since the close of the 
Spanish war, where he served with 
the soldiers, he has been a resident 
of Jacksonville, Fla., and now of At- 
lanta. 

A feature of today’s session was the 
presentation of the historic gavel, 
made of wood from the first church 
Jehn Calvin ever served as a pastor. 
The wood has been in service more 
than 100 years. The presentation of 
the gavel to the moderator and assem- 
bly was made by Mr. C. 8S. Wood, of 
Savannah, who told the story of Cal- 
vin in Geneva and of the city where 
the church , stood from which the 
gavel was carved. 

At tonight’s session Dr. Charles

T0 OR. J, W, LEE 


Say in Resolutions Ser- 
mon Was Reflection on 
South’s People. 


Atlanta Camp, No. 159, U. 
placed itself on record at its recent 
meeting with reference to the discourse 
on the War Between the States recent- 
ly delivered in Atlanta by Rev. Dr. 
J. W. Lee. T. K. Oglesby’s reply to 
that discourse was read to the Camp 
by Captain W. H. Harrison, and after 
eloquent speeches by Captain Edward 


Judge George Hillyer, Commander of 
the Camp, the following resclutions 
were submitted: 

“With high respect for Rev. J. W. 
Lee, pastor of the Trinity church, At- 
lanta, Ga., we lament the statements 
which occurred in his sermon on East- 
er Sunday, 1909, as quoted in the arti- 
cle just read from the pen of Mr. T. 
K. Oglesby, as being incompatible with 
the truth of history, and an unjust re- 

flection on our people, and the cause 
ot the south in the War Between the 
States. 

“Therefore be it Resolved; 

“I. That in meeting the momentous 
issues that were forced upon the south 
by the northern states, in their defying 
the decrees of the supreme court and 
persistently violating the laws of the 
United States, and the rights of the 
southern states under the constitution, 
until said southern states were com- 
pelled, as a measure of peace and safe- 
ty to the people of said states, for the 
presérvation of their sovereign and 
equal rights, and by the laws of self 
respect and decency (as necessary 
among peoples as individuals,) it was 
no crime to resort to the right of 
secession— 

“Il. In meeting and resisting the in- 
vasion of armed troops from other 
states, in defense of our homes and 
most sacred rights, we were honoring 
God in a manner worthy of our sires, 
worthy of ourselves as a people of long 
patience and forbearance in the un- 
equal burdens and wrongs imposed 
upon us by the Federal government, 
and worthy of our record in the Union 
before and since the war, in which war 
we gave the world examples of hero- 


if ever equalled in history, in defense 
of the noblest cause for which any peo- 
ple ever fought, and in defense of 
principles as essential to the perpetuity 
of our form of government now, as 
then. 

“III. In our opinion this article of 
Mr. Oglesby’s should be published in 
pamphlet or book form, and given the 
widest possible circulation throughout 
our entire country, and should be pre- 
served by this Camp as a part of its 
records.and as one of the most val- 
uable papers ever read before it. 

“IV. That the thanks of Camp No. 
159 of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans ere hereby tendered to Mr. T 
K. Oglesby for his reply to, or ecrit- 
icism of as much of said sermon as is 
quoted in said article, in vindication of 
the cause and people of the south- 
ern states, and of the truth of history.” 

These resolutions were adopted unan- 
imously, by a rising vote of the Camp 4 
and it was ordered that they be en- 
tered upon the minutes, and that a 
copy be sent to Mr. Oglesby, with the 
request that he publish in pamphlet or 
book form the article to which they re- 
fer.

season. The- market at the opening 
was bullishly affected by an advance of 
1-4d to 5-8d at Liverpool, due, it was 
said, to an estimate on the amount of 
wheat which will be exported from 
Argentina this week, the amount be- 
ing placed at about one-third the 
movement for the corresponding week 
a year ago. It was also expected that 
shipments from Australia for the week 
would be very light. Bullish sentiment 
was further augmented by various 
crop reports from France and 
many.

Corn for May delivery established a 
new high record mark for the season 
during the early trading, when the 
price advanced to T4c. The market tn 
general was strong during the first 
hour, but gradually eased off and be- 
jcame quite weak late in the session. 
Receiving houses claimed that receipts 
néxt week would be much more liberal, 
as reports from the country indicated 
that farmers were marketing their 
corn much more freely. Clear weather 
over the greater part of the corn belt 
prompted considerable selling. Ptices 
at the close were almost at the lowest 
point, final quotations on July being 
at 68 1-2@68 5-8c, and on May at 
73 1-4c. 

New high record marks were also re<- 
corded in oats, and the market dig- 
played more consistent strength than 
either wheat or corn. Early in the day 
the May delivery sold at 59 3-4e and 
the July at 52 1-2c. Liberal purchases 
of the September option by leading 
commission houses and by a prominent 
cash interest were a feature of trade. 
The market closed firm, with prices

final figures, May being at 59 1-2c and

Trade in provisions was quiet all 
day and prices moved within a narrow 
range. An advance of 5 to 16c in the 
price of live hogs was a bullish influ- 
ence. At the close prices were be low- 
er to 5@7 1-2c higher.

St. Johns, N. F., May = 20.—Notwith- 
Standing efforts to assist her, the Al- 
lan Line steamér Mongolian, which 
has been wedged in an’ tfce pack off 
the mouth of this harbor’'since yester- 


day, was still imprisoned tonight. It 


is thought an attempt by the stout 
Sealing Steamer Diana to open up a 
lane between the Mongolian and the 
narrow harbor opening will be success- 
ful tomorrow. 

The experience of five passengers of 
the Mongolian who today successfully 
crossed the ice field between the 
liner and shore, assured the others that 
a ready and fairly safe avenue of es- 
cape was available.
